Records of a pending proceed- 
ing before the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission at Philadel- 
phia, which disclosed this infor- 
mation, show that the late G. 
Locke’ Tarlton, contractor, was giv- 
en work on the project—previous- 
ly awarded to other contractors— 
because of his influence “in ob- 
taining franchises.” 

The records also revealed that 
there was a “very confidential” 
$900,000 contingent liability of 
Worth American Light and Power 
Co. over an unexplained exchange 
of property. 

They showed that North Amer- 
fcan Co., utility holding concern, 
eaused a confidential investigation 
in 1932 of the extensive purchases 
of real estate for the Terminal 
development, in which “several 
items of a dubious nature” were 
encountered. 

An auditor’s record stated that 
“certain influence” was necessary 
in order to get permission to close, 
streets during the subway con- 
gtruction, thereby saving “large 
sums.”

Five Survivors Tell War 
Department of Tor- 
pedoing of Prison Ves- 
sel Last Autumn. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP).— 
Reports that a Japanese prison 
ship carrying approximately 1800 
Americagis was torpedoed and pre- 
sumably~sunk last October has 
been given to the War Department 
by five‘ survivors. 

The department, disclosing this 
today, emphasized that it has re- 
ceived no confirmation from the 
Japanese, but had asked for the 
names of the prisoners who might 
have been aboard such a vessel. 

“No response has been received 
up to this time,” a department 
statement said. 

The sinking, if confirmed, 
would be the second involving 
Japanese prison ships carrying Al- 
lied prisoners. Last Sept. 7 a ship 
carrying approximately 750 pris- 
oners was torpedoed off Mindanao 
in the’ Philippines. There were 
only 83 survivors. 

The War Department said it is 
continuing its efforts to confirm 
the second sinking and that as 
soon as necessary data has been 
received next of kin will be no- 
tified. 

“Because of the lack of con- 
firmed: information and the in- 
ability to inform next of kin, the 
War Department is unable to add 
anything to the survivors’ re- 
ports,” the statement said,

For the moment, the Vice Presi- 
dent’s action stirred the greatest 
concern among MVA supporters, 
but for the long pull the Ickes 
maneuver bears the marks of a 
rough-and-tumble squabble such 


Interior seemingly enjoys. 

The Commerce Committee is 

presided over by Josiah W. Bailey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, and next 
in rank to him is John H. Over- 
ton (Dem.), Louisiana, both recog- 
nized as highly adept at’the gentle 
art of choking off action on meas- 
ures they don’t like. If they have 
anything but scorn for an MVA 
bill they have never so indicated 
in their public actions. 
Vice President Truman was 
within his rights in sending the 
bill to the Commerce Committee. 
Many of the subjects covered in 
the MVA bill normally are consid-| 
ered as being in the province of | 
that committee.

Soviet front correspondents in- 
dicated that the Neisse River de- 
fenses had been shattered after 
fierce battles in the areas of 
Forst and Guben, two towns on 
that river which joins the Oder 
south of Frankfurt. 

They told of columns of tanks 
and cavalry rolling through shat- 
tered villages within sight of the 
Spree, and indicated that the 
main weight of Konev's army had 
been turned in the “Berlin direc- 
tion” after forming a firm link 
with Marshal’ Gregory Zhukov’'s 
First White Russian Army for an 
assault on the German capital. 

A German radio commentator 
said the Reds had captured Cros- 
sen, Nazi hinge-point on the south 
bank of the. Oder 67 miles south- 
east of Berlin and 15 miles north- 
east of Guben. 

Konev Also Drives for Elbe.

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NIMITZ BEAT TOKYO 
BY 5 MINUTES IN 
REPORTING ATTACK

Adm. Chester W. Nimitz an- 
nounced the mighty United States 
Task Force raid on Tokyo so 
promply he even beat the Tokyo 
radio. 

The raid by carrier planes start- 
ed about 7:15 a. m. today, Tokyo 
time. That was 4:15 p. m. yester- 
day, St. Louis time. 

At 6:50 p. m.—just two hours 
and 35 minutes @after the first 
planes hit Tokyo—the Associated 
Press flashed the Admiral’s an- 
nouncement. Tokyo radio acknowl- 
edged the attack five minutes 
later. 

Nimitz wrote out the official 
communique himself, in long hand, 
said Robert McCormick of N. B. 
C. broadcast from Guam, but the 
historic paper is missing. Wheth- 
er it is the property of some 
souvenir hunter, or was mistaken- 
ly tossed into the waste basket, 
no one knows. 

The text of Nimitz’s communi- 
que: 

“V. Adm. Marc A. Mitscher is 
in charge of a powerful task force 
of the Pacific Fleet which is now 
attacking enemy aircraft, air bases 
and other military targets in and 
around Tokyo. 

“This operation has long been 
planned and the opportunity to ac- 
complish it fulfills the deeply 
cherished desire of every officer 
and man in the Pacific Fleet. 

“Surface units of the Pacific 
Fleet are bombarding Iwo Jima. 
Aircraft of the Strategic Air 
Force, Pacific Ocean Areas, are 
| bombing Iwo Jima and nearby po- 
‘sitions in the Bonins. The fleet 
‘forces are under the tactical com- 
mand of Adm. R. A. Spruance, 
commander of the Fifth Fleet.”

Berlin Reports Attempt 
to Land on Isle in 
Rhine’s Mouth — U. S. 
3d Army Advances. 


PARIS, Feb. 16 (AP).—The Ca- 
nadian First Army thrust almost a 
mile deeper into the lower Rhine 
Valley of northwest Germany to- 
day through storms of heavy ar- 
tillery and mortar fire thrown by 
an ever increasing flood of enemy 
reserves as the Berlin radio re- 
ported the repulse of a British 
attempt to land Wednesday night 
on the Netherlands island of 
Schouwen, at the mouth of the 
Rhine north of the Beveland Is- 
lands, 

The American Third Army 
carved out half-mile gains in the 
Pruem sector, slowly reducing Ger- 


man fortifications. The Seventh 
Army, in Northern Alsace, rested 
after a local line straightening op- 
erations which overran Rimling, 
two miles south of the German 
Saarland, and two other villages. 

With the Roer River receding 
rapidly at the edge of the Cologne 
plain, the Germans increased their 
artillery and V-weapon fire on the 
American Ninth and First Armies. 
The Germans said both these 
forces had been strengthened im- 
mensely for an imminent offensive 
toward the Rhine, 20 miles away.

Yank Used as Bait Directs Pals 
To Fire at Him, Foils Nazi Trap 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP). 
—For risking his life-to warn his 
comrades of a Germag trap in 
which he was being used as the 
bait, Pfc. Leo’T. Zingale, son of 
Mrs. Concetta Zingale of Cleve- 
land, has been awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Cross, the War 
Department announced today. 

Zingale’s squad was advancing 
against a machine-gun position in 
France last July 10 when he was 
wounded. An artillery barrage 
forced the squad to fall back, but 
Zingale was unable to withdraw. 

German machine-gunners seized 
him and placed him in open 
ground 30 feet from their three 
guns, hoping to lure Zingale’s 
buddies in to help him, 


Zingale, realizing the danger to 
his comrades, struggled to his feet 
and shouted: “Fire right at me, 
boys. Fire at me and you'll hit 
the Heinie machine guns.” 

Then he dropped to the ground, 
just as his squad fired into the 
machine-gun nest. He kept on di- 
recting the fire until all the ene- 
my gunners were wiped out. 


“His unselfish act,” said the ci- 
tation, “in preventing his com- 
rades from falling into a trap en- 
abled them to continue the attack 
and reach their objectives.”

CAPTURED PAPERS 
SHOW WRONG JAP 
GUESS UN LUZON 


M’ Arthur Says Documents 


Prove Foe Set Up Ma- 
nila Defenses to Meet 
Blow From South. 


MANILA, Feb. 16 (AP). — Cap- 
tured documents disclose that the 
Japanese plan for the defense of 
Luzon called for a major stand in 
Manila, especially “if attack came 
from the south and from Manila 


Bay,” Gen. Douglas MacArthur 


announced today. 

“These plans were defeated by 
the rapidity of the envelopment 
by our forces and the dislocation 
and unbalance caused by our sun- 
anticipated advance and the at- 
tack from north and east,” Mac- 
Arthur asserted. 


He said in a communique that 
the Japanese, prior to his Luzon 
landing, had a garrison of more 
than 20,000 men in Manila with 
great quantities of guns, mines, 
pillboxes and fortifications, and 
“apparently hoped to hold Manila 
and Manila Bay, thus making this 
the turning point of the Luzon 
campaign.” 

Heavy Jap Fire in Manila. 

The communique also announced 
a deeper penetration of Bataan 
peninsula, a 112-ton bombing of 
Corregidor and the steady reduc- 
tion of “the enemy's final pocket” 
in the rubble of fire-swept Manila. 

The Japanese forces cornered tn 
Manila opened up at dawn yester- 
day with murderous fire and lim- 
ited American gains to a matter 
of yards, The barrage blunted 
the Thirty-seventh Infantry Divi- 
sion spearhead which was mov- 
ing slowly toward the General 
Hospital, a highly-fortified enemy 
strong point. 

To the south, the Eleventh Air- 
borne Division likewise was 
slowed by heavy opposition in 
their push from captured Nichols 
Field northeastward toward Fort 
William McKinley.

The 
courses will be patterned after 
those regularly conducted for

During 1945, supplies of all 
meats, chicken, butter, lard, pota- 
toés, sweet potatoes, dry beans, 
some fresh vegetables, deciduous 
fruits and sugar probably will be 
reduced from last year’s level, the 
agency said.

Independent Steel Workers’ 
After NLRB Orders ————— 
‘Company Dominated’ 
Group Broken Up. 


AFL and CIO unions took steps 
today to organize employes ofthe 
Scullin Steel Co., 6701 Manchester 
avenue, following National Labor 
Relations Board recommendations 
that the company break up its 
“company dominated” union and 
reinstate 55 employes dismissed be- 
cause of union activity. 

The CIO United Steei Workers 


of America, District 34, has dis- 
tributed handbills containing the 


board’s recommendations to work- 
ers at the steel plant. Its rep- 
resentatives have begun to enroll 
employes into the union. AF'L al- 
ready has enrolled members work- 
ing in the plant. 

Made public yesterday, the rec- 
ommendations were part of a trial 
examiner's report which grew out 
of hearings held here by the-NLRB 
last November on charges that the 
firm had violated the National La- 
bor Relations Act. They are final 
to the extent that the company 
must either comply with them or 
appeal directly to the board in 
Washington. Harry G. Simmons, 
company personnel officer, de- 
clined to comment. 

Findings Against Company. 

* In the report, Tria] Examiner 
Charles W. Whittemore found that 
the company had “dominated and 
interfered with the formation and 
administration” of the Independent 
Steel Workers’ Organization, rep- 
resenting Scullin employes, and its

Judges to Where They Are Needed.

N revamping the judicial system of the state, the Constitutional 


Convention -has set forth a revision designed to increase the effi. | 


ciency of the courts, to make actual justice quicker, surer and more 
economical, and to curb the tricky type of lawyer who resorts to 
technical subterfuges to obtain unfair advantage, 

The new Constitution would set up a completely integrated court 
wystem centering in a nonpolitical Supreme Court, which is given not 
general but specific authority over all subordinate courts to prevent 
Gelays,.to compe! prompt adjudication of cases, to transfer judges and 
to retire judges who, because of mental or physical infirmities, are 


no longer able to serve efficiently. 


Although a determined effort 
was made by a substantial number 
of the delegates to repeal the Non- 
Partisan Court plan adopted by 
the voters in 1940, the convention 
retained it in the new Constitution 
in the exact form in which it was 
adopted by the initiative, preserv- 
ing the only major improvement 
which had been made in the 
State’s judicial organization in at 
least 100 years. 


Making Court Rules. 


The inclusion of a section to 
@uthorize the Supreme Court to 
establish rules of practice and 
procedure for all courts in the 
state, an authority which has 
been in the Legislature, is one of 
the major accomplishments in the 
new Constitution, but it is only 
one of many steps proposed to 
improve the judiciary. A num- 
ber of the leading jurists and 
lawyers of the United States, who 


have examined. the revised articla, 
on the judiciary, have expressed 
the opinion that its adoption | 
would make the Missouri judicial | 


svstem equal to any in the United | dissenting 


States. 


While some opponents of the 
Non-Partisan Court plan threat- 
ened to oppose the adoption of 
the Constitution if it vere in- 
cluded, the submission of the 
document as a whole to the voters 
destroys any reason for opposition 
from that source. -If the Consti- 
tution, with ali ite other admir- 
able features should be defeated, 
the Non-Partisan- Court plan 
would remain in effect. 


The origir.al framework of the 
court system was retained in the 
new Constitution, the purpose be- 
ing to improve rather than de- 
stroy a system with which the 
people were familiar. 
important change proposed in 
the courts themselves was one to 
' abolish the discredited justice of 
the peace courts and substitute 
more dignified magistrates’ courts 
with higher qualifications for 
magistrates than have been re- 
quired for justices of the peace. 


Speeding Up Law. 


With the authority conferred 
upon it to transfer judges from 
one court to another, it would be 
possible for the Supreme Court, 
should its docket become congest- 
ed, to call in one or more judges 
of the Courts of Appeals or cir- 
cuit judges to sit with it, and 
thus to create additiona)] divisions 
fo consider cases promptly. 

Should one of the Courts of Ap- 
peals get behind with its work, 
the Supreme Court could assign 
one or more judges of other courts 
to sit with it temporarily, or if a 
circuit court should need assist- 
ance a judge from some other 
circuit could be sent in. It would 
be possible for a circuit judge 
from a rural circuit to be sent 
into St. Louis. 

Although this provision appar- 
ently was designed to relieve 
courts. whose dockets became con- 
gested, the reasons which might 
induce the Supreme Court to 
transfer judges temporarily would 
be left entirely to the discretion 
of the Supreme Court, the Con- 
stitution authorizing such trans- 
fers “as the administration of 
justice requires.” 

Authority for the Supreme 
Court to make rules of practice 
and procedure is a judicial re- 
form which has been advocated 
by the more progressive lawyers 
and the Bar Association for many 
years. All efforts to reform judi- 
cial procedure by legislative act 
have failed repeatedly because of 
the influence of the slippery law- 
yers in the Legislature, and the 
making of the court rules have 
been left to the lawyers, mer- 
chants, farmers, clerks, city poli- 
ticians and others who make up 
the Legislature and have no 
knowledge or experience equip- 
ping them to act on such a highly 
technical matter. 

It is the opinion of many able 
lawyers and judges that the Su- 
preme Court had the inherent 
right to make the court rules, but 
if so, it never has attempted, to 
exercise it. There would be some 
limitations on- the Court in the 
proposed Constitution provision, 
the Court being denied the author- 
ity to make any rule affecting 
substantive rights, the law relat- 
ing to evidence, the oral examina- 
tion of witnesses and juries, the 
Zight of trial by jury or the right 
of appeal. 


Legislature Had Veto. 


The Legislature, even under the 
proposed provision, could annul or 
amend a rule made by the Court, 
but this would be a very different 
matter from giving the Legisla- 
ture the power to make the rules.

trolling decisions In cases of gen- 
eral public interest or cases in- 
volving questions of unusual im- 
portance, even though the matter 
involved does not come within the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court, 
a provision is included in the new 
Constitution for transfer of such 
cases from Courts of Appeals to 
the Supreme Court. This may be 
done either by the court in which 
the case is pending or on order of 
he Supreme Court, 
A case also could be transferréd 
‘from a Court of Appeals to the 
Supreme Court when there is a 
opinion in the lower 
court and the judge certifies that | 
he deems the majority opinion is 
in conflict with a previous deci- 


‘sion of the Supreme Court or of 


another Court of Appeals. 

In dealing with the discredited | 
justice of the peace courts, the 
new Constitution ‘would establish 
a plan by which these courts in 
the future would be known as 
magistrates’ courts, and eventually 
all of them presided over by prac- 
ticing lawyers. At present any

justices in each township. In St. 
Louis the number would remain at 
ll, as now. 

In counties of less than 30,000 
population the probate judge 
would be the magistrate. In 
counties from 30,000 to 70,000 there 
would be one magistrate. In coun- 
ties of 70,000 to 100,000 there would 
be two, and in counties of more 
than 100,000 there would be one 
additional magistrate for each 
100,000 population or major frac- 
tion thereof. The number in any 
county could be increased by not 
more than two on order of the 
Circuit Court. 

Magistrates’ districts would be 
laid out by the board of election 
commissioners where they exist, 
and by the county courts in other 
counties. The magistrates would 
be elected by districts but there 
would be no requirement that they 
reside in the district which they 
serve. 

While magistrates would be re- 
quired to be lawyers, opposition in 
the convention forced a compro- 
mise under which any presently 
serving Justice of the Peace or 
any person who has served as a 
justice of the peace for four years 
would be eligible to election re- 
gardiess of whether he is a li- 
censed lawyer. 


Curb on Bureaucrats. 


As a safeguard against contin- 
ued unrestrained growth of bu- 
reaucratic government, the new 
Constitution would provide that 
all final decision, findings, rules 
and orders of any administrative 
official or body, which are judi- 
cial or quasi-judicial in nature 
and which affect private rights, 
be subject to direct review in the 
courts. This review would include 
determination of whether the or- 
der was authorized by law, and, 
in cases involving a hearing, 
whether the order was supported 
by competent and substantial evi- 
dence. 

Some changes would be made in 
the terms and qualifications of 
some judges. Under the new Con- 
stitution a judge of the Supreme 
Court would have a term of 12 
years instead of 10, corresponding 
with that of judges of the Courts 
of Appeals. Judges of the Su- 
preme Court and Courts of Ap- 
peals would be required to be cit- 
izens of the United States for 15 
years, instead of merely citizens, 
and to be legal voters in the 
state nine years instead of five. 
Circuit Judges would have to be 
citizens of the United States 10 
years instead of five. Judges of 
the Supreme Court and Courts 
of Appeals and Circuit Courts 
would have to be 30 years old, 
— judges 25 and magistrates

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Favor Family - Size 
Tracts of 160 Acres.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. 


NORMOUS benefits which 
could not be had in any other 
way would come to the whole 
Missouri River drainage basin 
through creation of a Missouri 
Valley Authority, Senator James 
E. Murray of Montana said yes- 
terday in introducing a new MVA 
bill. 


He described particularly the 
new provisions in this revised bill 
which Representative John J. 
Cochran of Missouri introduced in 
the House; also, one new provi- 
sion would encourage the devel- 
opment of family-size farms, lim- 
ited to irrigation for 160 acres for 
any one owner, and would pre- 
vent exploitation by land spec- 
ulators. 

Added to the new bill, he point- 
ed out, is a provision for an ad- 
visory -committee which would 
consult with the authority on 


‘those matters which the directors 


might refer to it. This is intended 
to assure the greatest degree of 
responsiveness by the Authority to 
the wishes of the people of the 
area and to bring about co-op- 
eration with other governmental 
agencies. 


‘Flexibility Retained. 


The principle of flexible busi- 
ness management through the 
corporation form of organization, 
which has proved successful in 
the Tennessee Valley ‘Authority, 
is retained in the MVA measure, 
Senator Murray pointed out. 

The Senator quoted from the 
statements of the Governors of 
‘the Tennessee Valley states ac- 
claiming the success of the TVA 
and denying ‘that it had _ en- 
croached on the rights of the 
states, which were published in 
‘the Post-Dispatch last Dec. 31. 


Another new feature is the bill's 
assurance that in case stream flow 
of water arising in the upper arid 
sections of the valley is insuffi- 
cient for all purposes, irrigation 
and domestic uses are to have 
preference, and that water rights 
established under state laws are 
not to be interfered with except 
by due process of law. 


Speech in Brief. 


Following is a condensed text of 
the speech: 

“For a century ‘and a half we 
have been trying to cope with the 
problems of river contro] and river 
development, but never until the 
Tennessee Valley Authority Act 
have we seen fit to look upon a 
river as nature made it—as a sin- 
gle, undivided whole. Instead, we 
have directed one agency to im-

I stated then, 
and I reiterate, that the full de- 
velopment of the resources of this 
great region might well rank ‘as 
the most important national devel- 
opment since the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, I stated then, and I re- 
iterate, that the full development 
of the resources of ‘that re- 
gion will come when, and only 
when, the Congress sees fit to en- 
trust this great task to a single 
agency charged with sole and un- 
divided responsibility and pos- 
sessed of powers commensurate 
with the magnitude of the task 
at hand. 


Scope of Bill. 


“The general scope of the Dill 
is outlined by these declarations 
of policy contained in its first 
section: 

“(a) That the Federal Govern- 
ment shal] establish and maintain 
a broad program of unified water

MVA as Unifying Agency. 


“Fhe MVA_ corporation is 
charged with the duty of reconcil- 
ing the conflicting demands of 
reclamation, flood control, naviga- 
tion and power, and reporting 
back to the Congress within two 
years a unified plan for the de- 
velopment of the Missouri Valley 
—this plan to go into effect only 
after the Congress had had an 
opportunity to approve or reject 
it. 


“At the last session of the Con- 
gress we authorized, in the Flood 
Control bill, the construction of 
projects in the Missouri Valley at 
a total cost of 400 million dollars, 
on the basis of an incompletely 
engineered compromise plan 
agreed upon hastily by the Corps 
of Engineers and the Bureau of 
Reclamation in an attempt to 
thwart the creation of a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority, 


“No appropriation has been 
made for those projects, of course, 
as man power and materials will 
not be available during the war.

HE Allies are expected to deal with German field commanders— 
not the» Nazi Government or the Wehrmacht’s general staff-— 
when the hour comes for imposing unconditional surrender terms 
on the beaten enemy. This was suggested in competent quarters 


todageas the answer to one question arising out of the Yalta confer- 
ence announcement. 

The Big Three conferees said 
the unconditional surrender terms 
would be imposed after German 
armed resistance had i. been 
crushed, but did not specify to 
what German or Germans the 
terms would be presented. The 
declaration apparently ruled out 


both the government and the gen- 
eral staff by emphasizing the in- 
tention to destroy both. 


In accepting capitulation from 
whatever field commanders are 
leading German forces at the 
fighting fronts at the day of sur- 
render, it is expected the terms 
will be confined to those of purely 
military aspect. Commitments of 
a political nature would be left 
for other individuals or groups. 


The report that surrender de- 
mands probably would be directed 
to German field commanders in- 
stead of any Nazi or general staff 
group left still obscured the status 
of the Free Germany Committee. 
This group was set up in Russia 
some time ago to influence the 
German people and more especial- 
ly the German soldiers in giving 
up the war. Reportedly, the com- 
mittee contains a number of the 
older class of Junkers officers, 
captured by the Russians. 

Russia has been reported to 
view the committee as the logical 
nucleus for a postwar group rep- 
resenting the German people. 
Whether it continues to adhere to 
this view after the meeting of 
Premier Stalin, President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill 
is one of the questions for which

The New MVA Bill 


A revised and improved MVA bill has been 
introduced in the Senate by Senator Murray and 
in the House by Representative Cochran. Since 
Senator Murray’s first bill was introduced last 
August, he has had the benefit of all kinds of 
discussion and criticism, friendly and otherwise. 
He has profited by it. The new bill is more 
carefully addressed to the special needs of the 
Missouri Valley and it meets objections to the 
old one that were fairly raised. 

In all fundamentals, of course,.the new Mur- 
ray bill is like its predecessor. It provides 
for an autoriomous Government agency, to be 
located in the. region, after the TVA model, 
whose task it would be to consider one big river 
as one big problem. Its objectives would be soil 
conservation, flood control, power generation, 
agricultural improvement, navigation, develop- 
ment of all natural resources, the promotion of 
wildlife and recreational facilities and other pur- 
poses. 

It was feared in the arid upper valley section 
that the original Murray bill did not sufficiently 
safeguard long-existing water rights established 
under state laws. In a country where water is 
so precious, these rights are naturally jealously 
guarded. The new bill provides against impair- 
ment of water rights; moreover, to meet another 
objection, it stipulates that if volume of water 
is insufficient for both irrigation and navigation, 
the former will have preference. 

Another change in the Murray bill provides 
that water for irrigation shall be supplied to not 
more than 160 acres for any one owner, thus 
encouraging family-type farming as against large 
corporate farming. This limitation conforms to 
the policy of the Bureau of Reclamation in its 
development of public projects through which 
water is supplied to arid farm lan my 

A third change is in the provision for a com- 
mittee of 17 members whose function it would be 
to advise the three-man directorate of an MVA. 
It would include representatives of agriculture, 
commerce and labor; it would also include rep- 
resentatives of such Government departments 
and agencies as Interior, Agriculture, Com- 
merce, War, Federal Power Commission and 
Federal Reserve Board. While the committee 
would have no power to enforce its advice, it 
could bring to the MVA a broad experience and 
a balanced judgment. 

When Senator Murray agreed to defer con- 
sideration of his MVA bill last December, he 
received assurances from other members of the 
Senate that a new bill would receive prompt and 
fair hearings. Likewise, in. signing the flood 
control bill, the President did so with the distinct 
understanding it should not jeopardize in any 
way the creation of a Missouri Valley Authority. 

The stage is now set for final scenes in the 
quest for congressional approval of MVA. 
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Maverick’s Bundle for Britain 

Maury Maverick, of Texas, Washington and 
way stations, has sent a really useful bundle to 
Britain in a letter to the London Economist, sug- 
gesting that the Government open the Parlia- 
ment at Westminster to American visitors, for 
purposes of good will. 

On his last visit, he found that on week days 
it is hard for a well-known American with many 
friends to get in, and almost, impossible for our 
fighting men. On Sunday, the building is closed 
tight. “If you open Parliament on Sunday,” he 
urges, “you will make a million friends in the 
next two years.” 

Maverick knows whereof he speaks, because 
it was his campaign while in Congress which 
opened the United States Capitol, and now thou- 
sands of people go through every Sunday. 

Britain is full of American soldiers and sailors, 
and it would be well for them to visit the fount 
of British democratic law. They should see 
where the House of Commons had been bombed 
out, and how the members made the best of it 
in a new place. The Maverick suggestion makes 
plenty of sense, if the British want to put their 
best foot forward, which isn’t always the case. 
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Senator Shipstead’s Position 


Senator Shipstead has already made a good 
case for taking the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration out of the Department of Agriculture. 
He made it better when he was able, at the 
Aubrey Williams confirmation hearing, to draw 
an admission from Secretary Wickard that Wil- 
liam J. Neal, the Secretary's personal repre- 
sentative in REA and now its acting adminis- 
trator, has a rather sad record of managing an 
enterprise only a tiny fraction as large as REA. 

We believe, however, that Senator Shipstead 
errs in trying to delay the appointment of a 
new Administrator until he can get action on 
his bill of divorcement. There is no knowing 
when Congress will get around to that business. 
And the bill could conceivably fail, deserve 
though it does to pass. In either event, the 
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present diffi¢ulties in REA would continue in- 
definitely. 

Nor is there danger that Williams might get 
along smoothly under Wickard’s direction but 
not under the President's. Williams has long 
been close to the White House; there is every 
reason to believe that the President inspired 
his nomination. And as for the possibility that 
appointing him might delay the eventual di- 
vorcement, he would more likely speed it. 

Williams is conscientious and aggressive. If 
those qualities got him into trouble in the pres- 
ent Agriculture-wedded REA, as somewhat sim- 
ilar qualities got Harry Slattery into trouble be- 
fore him, Congress and the public would have 
that much more dramatic proof that the separa- 
tion should come. 
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Rotten to the Core 

Mark Eagieton and Mrs. Geor horn have 
refused the pleas of Democra eaders that they 
run for Mayor and president of the Board of 
Aldermen, respectively, in the city primary. 

In their quest for a mayoralty condidate, the 
Democrats have knocked on many doors—so far 
in vain. What man would seek a nomination 
tainted as this one is by the wretched recent 
history of the St. Louis Democrats? They are 
so bankrupt in leadership and have so forfeited 
public confidence that only a reorganization from 
the bottom up could do them any good. 

The local Democrats dealt themselves a mortal 
blow in 1940-41, when they plotted and supported 
the attempt to steal the governorship from 
Forrest Donnell. Although Mr. Dickmann had 
been a good Mayor in many ways, he refused 
to denounce the steal and was swept out of of- 
fice by a huge majority for William Dee Becker. 

Far from recovering from that defeat, far from 
learning the lessons of it, the St. Louis Demo- 
cratic party has gone from bad to worse. If the 
organization had been alert and responsible, it 
would never have permitted Patrick Burke to 
win the mayoralty nomination last fall. Burke's 
background and associations caused him to re- 
ceive the most humiliating defeat ever suffered 
by a mayoralty candidate in St. Louis. Though 


‘the President carried the city by 70,000, Burke 


lost by more than 30,000. The number of split 
ballots in favor of Mayor Kaufmann was un- 
precedented in the city’s history. 

Next came the shocking revelations concerning 
Sheriff John F. Dougherty, whose record reveals 
that he has been a partner in the notorious Hyde 
Park gambling spot and for 20 years was an as- 
sociate of gamblers and Egan gangsters. Not 
only did the Democratic organization permit him 
to win the nomination and election, but it exer- 
cised no discipline over him after he went into 
office. The result is that he has appointed many 
deputies who have long police records. An im- 
portant law enforcement office has become a 
fair cross-section of Rat Alley. 

No wonder no one wants to run for Mayor on 
the Democratic ticket. The local organization is 
rotten to the core and it needs more than any- 
thing else the services of a professional ex- 
terminator. 
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Infant Industry 

There has just been formed in Burley, Idaho, 
we learn from the chortles of delight of the Des 
Moines Register, the Burley Baby Tenders’ As- 
sociation, with the specific purpose of securing 
“fair prices and fair practices for the kids who 
stay with babies.” We agree with the Iowa ed- 
itor that the “baby tender” has assumed a new 
importance in many American homes, and that 
it is high time to regularize and professionalize 
the new craft. 

Social historians of America at war should not 
omit an adequate footnote about the baby tender, 
usually a high school girl, sometimes a boy— 
the Idaho union had 143 girls and 40 lads—who 
comes into the maidless home in the evening and 
whose duties generally are just to be there with 
Junior, put him to bed, wash the dishes, perhaps. 
The task isn’t arduous, of course, but it takes 
time and attention, and has its value to society. 

As with so many new professions, this infant 
industry isn't quite old enough to have developed 
any standards, pay schedules or working condi- 
tions. The Register remarks of one member of 
the bobby-sox brigade who went at 8, stayed 
till 3 in the» morning, and got a measly 65 
cents for her pains. But we know of another, 
here in St. Louis, who demanded and got $1.50 
for listening to the radio for two hours. 

The boys and girls at Burley, however, have 
set up a code of prices and conditions, to wit: 

Fifteen cents an hour until 10 p. m.; 20 
cents if the baby must be put to bed by the 
tender; 20 cents an hour from 10 p. m. to 
midnight; 30 cents an hour after midnight.

Iodine gave 
the final documentation, If the 
tinctured seed turned red it 
was waxy.

Cody was—as the man who 
made it learned at that instant 
—a sorghum that would pro- 
duce the root-type starch that 
was needed. Swanson had only 
10 ounces of it, enough to hold 
in two cupped hands. From 
those precious 10 ounces as a 
beginning, more Cody was cre- 
ated and 20,000 acres of Cody 
sorghum was produced last 
year.

A Sinister Tax Scheme 


Resolution for Georgia to join movement to amend Constitution to 


limit Federal levies to 25 per cent is denounced by newspaper; calls 
it a slick plan for shifting millionaires’ obligations to those less able 


to pay; calls on its State Legislature to defeat plan overwhelmingly.

We have been expecting it for weeks and, 
lo and behold, here it is, On Friday, Rep- 
resentative John W. Greer, of Lanier Coun- 
ty, introduced in the General Assembly a 
resolution asking Congress to call a con- 


vention to move for an amendment to the 
Constitution which would limit Federal tn- 
come and inheritance taxes to 25 per cent, 


This is a local manifestation of a na- 
tional movement which hag been denounced 
on the floor of the Congress by one of its 
ablest and most respected members as “the 
most sinister lobby ever organized” and as 
“the millionaires’ amendment to make the 
rich richer and the poor poorer.” The Con- 
gressman who exposed the scheme is 
Wright Patman, who has represented a 
Texas district since 1929, 


Convicted German Agent Involved 


The national movement is the scheme of 
an organization calling itself the Commit- 
tee for Constitutional Government, some- 
times functioning under the alias of the 
Committee to Uphold the Constitution. The 
leaders of this committee, whose names 
are so pretentious, have been identified to 
Congress by Mr. Patman as Frank Gan- 
nett, a New York publisher reputed to be 
a millionaire; Sam B. Pettingill, a former 
Congressman who has conducted an active 
propaganda campaign in recent years 
against ‘all New Deal measures; Edward 
A. Rumely, a convicted German agent dur- 
ing World War I, and the reputed brain 
of the movement. 

Resolutiong similar to that which now 
has been presented to the Georgia General 
Assembly have been slipped through the 
Legislatures of 17 states. We say “slipped,” 
because there is record of declarations by 
many members of those Legislatures that 


they: were unaware of the action that was 
taken, 


Congressman Patman told the House 
“quiet but extremely effective lobbyists 
kept their hands covered until the right 
moment for unveiling their final attack.” 
Fourteen states had acted before the 
scheme reacked the attention of the Con- 
gress. The states which have passed such 
a resolution are Alabama, Arkansas, Dela- 
ware, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Migsissippi, New Jersey, Rhode Island, Wis- 
consin and Wyoming. ‘The Pennsylvania 
Legislature passed one in June of 1943, but 
the Governor vetoed it. ~% 

The purpose of the scheme ig obvious, 
Whereas a man with an income of $1,000,- 
000 now pays income tax of about $800,000, 
the ceiling would be $250,000. The man 
with $2000 income, who now pays about 
$175, probably would have to pay up to the 
limit; that is, $500. Yet the Government 
would be unable to finance its operations 
without the levy of a national sales tax 
and other imposts which would bear with 
especial severity on those of low income. 


The Unpleasant Real Aim 


If 32 states should pass such a resolu- 
tion, a constitutional convention must be 
ealled to draft and submit a twenty-second 
amendment. One-half the necessary num- 
ber already have been gulled into action. 

This move is an effort of special inter- 
ests to revise the principles of taxation in 
such a way as to shift the burden of gov- 
ernment from those best able to pay onto 
the shoulders of those less able to pay. It 
should never be permitted to reach the 
floor of the General Assembly of Georgia. 
If it reaches the floor, it should be de 
feated by overwhelming vote.

More Deadly 


From the St. Paul Dispatch-Pioneer Press 


In a compilation of war casualties suf- 
fered by nine European nations sigce the 
year 1100, an Oklahoma University his 
torian reaches a depressing conclusion. 
The war now going on, he finds, will cost 
these nine countries more men than they 
lost in all the 825 years up to 1925. Russia, 
as a semi-Asiatic nation, was not included. 

In the twelfth and thirteenth centuries, 
war casualties accounted for about 3 per 
cent of the total armed manpower engaged. 
In the eight centuries up to 1900, the total 
reached 11,000,000 men. Then the killing 
business began in earnest. 

In the 25 years after 1900, these nine 
nations sent armies aggregating 60 million 
men into battle. Of these, slightly more 
than 22 million were casualties, raising the 
825-year total to more than 33 million, 
Now, the same nations are expected to 
suffer approximately 40 million casualties, 
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excluding deaths from starvation or in 
epidemics during the present war. 

A primary objective in the development 
of new military weapons is to enable the 
inventor’s nationals to kill the enemy from 
a safe distance, Archers were supposed to 
pick off enemy swordsmen and lancers 
without risk of death to themselves; fire- 
arms, it was believed, would end war by 
wiping out the archers. Artillery, armored 
vehicles and warships, aerial bombs, sub- 
marines—all are successive steps in the 
search for the perfect weapon that will 
convert war into a picnic for “our” sidé. 

But it never works that way. What in- 
variably happens is that new and more de- 
structive versions of the same weapons are 
fashioned and turned against their origi- 
nators. The result is inevitable—a con- 
stant, remorseless rise in the aggregate 
toll of young manpower, . 


Biography of a Great Teacher 
Who Excelled in Many Fields 


‘Patrick Geddes: Maker of the Future,” by Philtp 
BReardman. (University of North Caroling Press, 
Chapel Hill, N. C.) 

It is not often that a personality of such 
diverse qualities and attainments as Pat- 
rick Geddes (1854-1932) receives so under- 
standing an appraisal within a short time 
after his death. The chief value of this 
biography, introduced by Lewis Mumford, 
lies in the intimate knowledge brought by 
its author, who prepared his doctoral] thesis 
on Geddes’ educational ideas. 

Clearly, here was one of the seminal 
minds of the last hundred years, a mind 
that never lost its capacity for learning or 
its zest for teaching. Starting as a biolo- 
gist under Huxley, Geddes quickly came to 
realize that compartmentalized knowledge 
acquired by controlled experiments in a 
laboratory held no attractions for him. He 
must relate biology to society, so in no time 
at all he had become a practicing sociol- 
ogist, a student of life uncontrolled.

He ranged the world of ideas as he did 
the bounds of the earth and the varieties 
of human experience. Every man was his 
teacher—and his pupil Chiefly remem- 
bered now for town plenning in its broad- 
est aspects, he brought to that activity a 
perception and comprehension, derived 
from history, science, economics and the 
observation of human beings, that trans- 
formed and unified inchoate ideas into a 
philosophy that was not less such because 
it dealt with men in their environment 
rather than the technical problems of 
knowledge, : 

Naturally, so varied a man affronted 
many contemporaries. A professor guilty 
not only of trespass but even of breaking 
and entering into a dozen fields of knowl 
edge where he had not “majored” was 
bound to arouse disapproval, even detesta- 
tion. Naturally also, admitting that an in- 
telligent, observant and thoughtful person 
can grasp the core of any field of knowFr 
edge unless its professors have wrapped it 
in a technical jargon, whether formulae or 
terminology, Prof. High Explosive some 
times misfired. A man who threw out so 
many generalizations included some duds 
founded on inadequate information,

A criticism of this volume fs that the 
author will not allow his subject any weak- 
ness. This is not serious, for what is lost 
in criticality is more than redressed by the 
kind’ of portrayal that could come only 
from a man who lived with Geddes and 
felt the direct impact of his personality. 
The examiner of Geddes’ multifarious writ- 
ings will discéver the rubbish therein, and 
those favorite Geddesian epithets, “Dryas- 
dust” and “Heavystern,” need not apply to 
the critic. 

A great many facts in various branches 
of learning can be acquired only by pa- 
tient investigation of the sort that Geddes 
scorned. Indeed, the facts on which he 
facilely generalized had been gathered by 
grubbers in wormholes. With all his bril- 
liant excursions iftto the past, he wasn’t a 
historian. 

The very impatience and rashness of this 
man, however, make him a fascinating sub- 
ject. Added to this is his profound insight 
into modern social problems. Out of the 
whole, Mr. Boardman has written an ex- 
cellent as well as exciting book.

Murray Explains Features

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gens and undermine the very foun- 
dation of our democracy. 

“The need for unified develop- 
ment of our river system has be- 
come more and more apparent 
through the years. In 1933 Con- 
gress set up the pattern for such 
development by creating a new 
kind of agency to develop the 
rivers of the Tennessee Valley. It 
is now well recognized that this 
game type of organization can be 
applied with equal results to the 
Missouri Valley. 

“Senator Norris saw the need 
for such an agency in 19387 and 
vigorously urged the Congress to 
create a Missouri Valley Author- 
ity. The disastrous effects of the 
drouths and floods of recent years 
have since brought home to the 
people of the Missouri Valley the 
absolute necessity for the estab- 
lishment of a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority to provide unified water 
control and utilization, 


“The futile efforts of the estab- 
lished centralized Federa)] bureaus 
and departments, with all their 
conflicting activities and methods, 
to cope with the problems of the 
Missourl River have served to em- 
phasize the need for a unified 
regional approach through a single 
Federal agency. 


“The people of the Missouri Val- 
Jey are fully aroused to the need 
for an authority. In ever increas- 
ing mumbers they are taking part 
in the great public debate on the 
problem of how their river and 
the tremendous resources of the 
valley shall be developed and ad- 
ministered. 

“We in the Congress are recelv- 
ing hundreds of letters from citi- 
zens in the Missouri Valley asking 
pertinent questions and urging the 
creation of a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority. Farmers, farm organiza- 
tions, working men and labor un- 
fons, business. and professional 
men, local chambers of commerce 
and other trade associations, as 
well as state and local officials— 
all are discussing the merits of a 
Missouri Valley Authority in char- 
acteristic American fashion. 

(At this point Senator Murray 
quoted from the statement of the 
Missouri Farmers’ Association in- 
dorsing an MVA, which has been 
published in the Post-Dispatch.) 

“The widespread interest in the 
Missouri Valley Authority is not 
accidental. The people of the val- 
ley are recognizing. that the MVA 
is something in which every group 
will have a stake. They under- 
stand that everyone will benefit 
by the elimination of floods, the 
extension of irrigation, the avail- 
ability of cheap electricity and 
low-cost transportation. They real- 
ize that a Missouri Valley Author- 
ity will have no special ax to grind 
for any particular group or area. 
And they heartily concur in its 
decentralized organization by 
which all major decisions will be 
made in the region close to the 


people rather than by absentee 
control from Washington. (At this 
point Senator Murray quoted from 
three of the statements by gover- 
nors of the Tennessee Valley 
states.) 


“There is, of course, opposition 
to the Missouri Valley Authority. 
There is always opposition to a 
new way of doing things. That is 
only natural. Some of it is based 
on lack of understanding of the 
true merits of the MVA idea, and 
a great deal of it is founded on 
fear that it will injure a real or 
fancied vested interest. Most of 
the arguments advanced against 
the MVA were leveled at the pro- 
posed legislation 12 years ago. 
These arguments have been fully 
answered by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority’s successful record, 

“In the analysis it is the way 
the MVA is set up to administer 
these Federal programs (on river 
valley development) which makes 
the enactment of the Missouri 
ie Authority bill so impera- 

ve, 


“Everyone is more or less 
agreed that the Missouri River 
must be controlled and utilized to 
a far greater extent than it has 
been so far.

MIAMI, Fla, Feb. 16 (AP).— 
The American Federation of La- 
bor executive council adjourned 
its mid-winter sessions last night 
with the declaration by President 


William Green that negotiations 
toward bringing the United Mine 
Workers back to the federation 
had failed for the time being. 

Most of the 10-day discussions 
were about John L. Lewis and the 
terms by which he could be read- 
mitted to the AFL, which he left 
more than eight years ago. 

The council unanimously voted 
to bring the miners back into the 
fold “with all the rights and privi- 
leges of affiliation enjoyed by all 
organizations,” but it added that 
“such reaffiliation carries with it 
assumption of the obligations or- | 
dinarily attached to affiliation.” 

The latter proviso would require | 
Lewis to wait his turn to get back 
on the council—the stumbling 
block ‘to re-entry at the midwinter 
meeting. 

Green said Lewis had imposed 
the condition at the last moment, 
in a letter Sunday, that the miners 
would return only if they were 
represented on the all-powerful 
council of 15 members. This was 
because, Green suggested, the

A Hodge-Podge of Many Styles 
é6 UNDAY DINNER FOR A SOLDIER,” at the AMBASSA- 

S DOR, is a simple narrative that might have been written 

by a combination of writers. 

The story of a poor family living on a houseboat who wish 

to be as patriotic as the next family and provide 

WW a Sunday dinner for some soldier away from his 

folks, the film has the whimsy of a, say, Robert 
Nathan; the teen-age viewpoints of a Booth Tar- 
kington; the physical outer raggedyness and inner 
goodness of characters of a John Steinbeck; the 
pasted-on-the-wall sunniness of a Harold Bell 
Wright, yet the authentic wallop-to-the-heart vig- 
nette effect of a De Maupassant; and, for good 
measure, the plot twist to the end of an O. Henry. 

The picture, it should be said, was not written by any of 
these writers, singly or in a chorus. Actually, it was written by 
a couple of Hollywood “natives,” Wanda Tuchock and Melvin 
Levy, staff writers in the pay of Twentieth Century Fox, They 
have managed, quite well, in their script to suggest the virtues 
listed of the above-named writers. Nor have they been imitative. 

Beginning with the introduction of the occupants of the 
houseboat (“Granfeathers,” played by Charles Winninger; ro- 
mantic hard-working Tessa, played by Anne Baxter; and Bobby 
Driscoll, Billy Cummings and Connie Marshall, Anne’s three 
tousle-brained little brothers and sister), “Sunday Dinner for 
a Soldier” is,in addition to being simple in narrative, a warm 
little minor masterpiece that manages, carelessly romping about 
the screen, to please, I'd guess, practically all tastes, As to 
the hodge-podge of styles indicated, Director Lioyd Bacon, be- 
cause he knew exactly where the picture was heading and what 
he wanted it to say en route, gives the hodge-podge a highly 
original flavor without bothering to try to say a thing that’s 
downright new, 

The family have all the naive characteristics of most fam- 
flies without money. They find their pleasures in things in the 
immediate vicinity, mainly the free pleasures possible on the 
body of water on which the houseboat, rent free, rests. The 
little girl has a pet hen named Miss Easter. “Granfeathers,” 
an o!a salior of the Spanish American War, does his preferred 
dreaming over a nip or two of “medicinal stuffs,” and quarrels 
with Tessa, the “practical” one, of necessity, of the family, 

Tessa likes to dream too, There's an old abandoned house 
to which she goes to dream of handsome strangers, with indis- 
tinct features, who'll rescue her from drabness, and the family 
from poverty. So go the days of the family for more than half 
the picture.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

N Tuesday afternoon J took the 

train to Baltimore, where I 

spoke to 400 cadet nurses on 
some of the phases of overseas 
work, They were a wonderfully 
attractive group of girls and many 
of those who were graduates were 
headed for overseas service. 

They have a number of foreign 
students there, too, being trained 
as nurses, I talked to a nice girl 
from Puerto Rico who intends to 
use hey knowledge to improve the 
health of the people on her home 
island. She belongs to a family 
of 12 and has several brothers in 
the service, so she wanted to do 
her share. There was a girl from 
Trinidad, one from Brazil and one 
from Guatemala, and I imagine 
most of them will go back and 
teach in some home hospital in the 
future. 

One amusing little incident was 
a telegram which came to me 
from the medica] students saying 
they had wanted to “attend the 
meeting, but that the nurses had 
ruled them out. This was one oc- 
casion on which the ladies had 
something which they evidently 
wanted to keep all to themselves.

Melt shortening in top of dou- 
ble boiler over direct heat.

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The Man Behind Blue Jay Tablets 


Paul J. Wielandy, Who Designed Fam ous School Product, Active at 81

ID YOU ever trace the outline 
De the bluejay on the back of 

an old Blue Jay tablet, while 
you worried over the beginning of 
a theme for English composition? 
Did you ever scribble all around 
the handsome head of the Big 
Chief, which adorned the front of 
the slightly thicker pencil tablet? 
School favorites ‘for many years, 
the Blue Jay and Big Chief tablets 
stick in the memories of most of 
us along with our troubles with 
the fifth grade teacher and the 
difficulties of long division. For 
compositions which must look neat 
to impress the teacher, you used 
the slick, ruled paper of the Blue 
Jay; for everyday scribbling, the 
Big Chief came in handy. 


The man who originated both 
these tablets for school use, and 
many other stationers’ items 
which still flourish in stationers’ 
and variety stores, is Paul J. 
Wielandy, chairman of the board 
of Blackwell-Wielandy Co. Now 
81, Wielandy still visits his office 
at 1605 Locust street each day. He 
likes to reminisce about the dif- 
ference in the stationers’ business 
today and the time, more than 60 
years ago, when he started out as 
a clerk in a paper firm here. 

“I left school in 1877, just after 
finishing McGuffey’s Fifth Read- 
er,” he said. “I went to work as 
a clerk in the old stationers’ firm 
of Shorb and Boland, The big 
school] items in those days were 
Webster’s Blue Back Speller, Mo- 
Guffey’s Readers, Ray’s Arithme- 
tics, and Spencerian Copy Books, 
Students wrote on slates in those 
days—the squeaky kind. It wasn’t 
until the middle ’eighties that the 
noiseless slate appeared. 

“We sold two styles of slates, 
the Victor A and the Victor B. 
Frames of the A’ were covered 
with red felt and laced with red 
cord, while B, the cheaper variety, 
was only laced with blue cord, 
The school dandies had 8x12-inch 
Victor As. 

“I was not yet 20 when I went 
on my first trip as a drummer of 
stationers’ supplies, to the West- 
ern territories of Wyoming, Utah, 
Montana, New Mexico, Arizona, 
California, Oklahoma, Colorado 
and: Texas. I sold a lot of things 
you. never hear of today—quill 
pens, copying presses, press stands, 
camel hair brushes, water bowls, 
brush holders. Whalebone stays 
were a fast-selling item. The la- 
dies used them to fashion bonnets, 
bustles and hoopskirts. Fluting- 
irons, curling irons, snuff-boxes, 
boot-jacks, powder horns, candle 
snuffers and musket-bullet molds 
‘were also much in demand,”

and tablets for granted, but Wie 
landy pointg out that the pencil 
tablet as we know it was not in- 
troduced to the market until 1876. 

“J. H. Hodder, a printer at Au- 
rora, Ill., took out a patent on the 
first pencil tablet in that year,” 
he explained. “He was a printer 
and the editor of a newspaper; 
his office was on the first floor 
of a two-story building, with the 
printing shop on the second floor, 
Grease dripping down on his desk 
from the floor above prompted 
him to protect hig loose papers 
by stacking them up in blocked 
pad form, and, as further protec- 
tion, he used a blotter for a cover. 
This gave him the idea to put up 
in commercial form paper in pads. 
These first tablets were made by 
hand; the tools used were a shoe- 
maker’s awl, hammer, soft copper 
tacks and an anvil in the form of 
a piece of railroad rail. They sold 
for 50 cents, 


“When I first started traveling 
in the West, I discovered that the 
only writing tablet sold out there 
was a cap size*tablet, almost two 
inches thick, which sold for 10 
cents. This was too high for 
school children, but the weight of 
the paper made shipping from the 
Middle West to Western states so 
expensive, that the price could 
not be lowered. I suggested that 
my firm put up a tablet half the 
thickness, thus reducing the ship- 
ping costs, so that the tablet could 
sell for a nickel. The West was

full of Indians in those days, and 
since most children love the color- 
ful Indian costumes, I also sug- 
gested that the cover of the tablet 
have the head of an Indian chief 
in a Gesign on it. That’s how the 
Big Chief tablet started. It was 
a big success.” 

In 1902, Wielandy, in partner 
ship with A. M. Blackwell of Las 
Vegas, New Mexico—whom he had 
met on his first selling trip in 
the West—formed a book and sta- 
tionery company in St. Louis, 

“For several years, we sold all 
kinds of tablets, with different de- 
signs on their covers,” he con- 
tinued. “We used brightly colored 
flowers, animals, children, for 
cover designs. They came in 
various sizes and weights of paper. 
By 1910, however, we learned from 
our largest customers—the stores 
which sold school supplies—that 
the schools objected to such a 
variety of tablets being used by 
the pupils. They needed somethin 
uniform, so that lessons would no

be handed In on all shapes and 
sizes of paper. 

“It took us a long time to decide 
What design to use for our new 
tablet. Finally, I suggested the 
bluejay. A lot of people don’t like 
bluejays—they say they are rob- 
bers, and fighters, I've always 
thought they were pretty birds, 
however, and they do a lot of 
good, along with the noise they 
make, and the scraps they get into. 
So we decided to use the bluejay, 
on a blue-backed writing tablet. 
We brought out a nickel tablet, 
and school kids have loved them 
ever since.” 

Since the Blue Jay tablet was 
brought out for the school trade, 
Blackwell-Wielandy has added a 
wide variety of other supplies 
bearing the Blue Jay brand—ink, 
Crayolas, looseleaf notebooks and 
fillers, composition and music 
books, paste, mucilage, etc. In 
1910, the firm bought out the 
stationers who put the Big Chief 
tablet on the market, so the man 
who designed both old favorites 
now controls their sale. “They con- 
tinue to please the schoo] children, 
it appears,” Wielandy declares. 
“We ship many carloads of them 
each year.” We might add, and 
will, that for some of us whose 
school days are long past, the 
thought of the Blue Jay tablet 
atill recalls to us lots of things 
that went on in study hall, 15 
years ago. . . . Wonder where all 
those kids are now, and how life 
has treated them.

East 
promptly doubled, and now for the 
first time and at this rather dan- 
gerous level, South decided that 
it would be a good idea to show 
his six-card heart suit. West lost 
no time about doubling, and now 
North, no doubt disgusted, bellig- 
erently went to four diamonds. 
East doubled, and North paid 
penalty of 800 points. : 


Under modern bidding theories, 
South was guilty of a bridge 
crime in failing to bid one heart 
instead of one notrump. Surely, 
if his weak six-card suit was 
worth showing at all, it was safer 
to show it at the one level. If 
South had made that utterly logi- 
cal response, he would have been 
satisfied to defer to North in any 
future bidding, and then the auc- 
tion undoubtedly would have pro- 
ceeded; one spade by West, two 
diamonds by North, pass by East.
